Classification 


The following table will allow you to know in advance in which class 
you can enter gladiolus varieties in the larger shows. The number follow- 
ing the variety name gives the size and color class figures. Following this is 
the name of the originator and the year the variety was first made available 
to the American purchaser. 


For example, BIG TOP, (541 Rich 1942) means Big Top is classified under 
number 541. The 500 means that it belongs in the Giant Glad Class 
(51/," flowers or larger). The 41 means it is a light pink with markings. 
It was originated by Rich and released for sale in 1942 for the first time.

Varietal Comments 


Abu Hassan is one of the finest and healthiest of the “deep blues” 
TT yet produced. ARANJUEZ has impressed us tremendously 
for two years. Its color value, huskiness, and appeal for exhibition as well 
as for the florist is bound to make it an important glad for many years to 
come. 


Atlantic We cannot say enough in praise of this variety. It is very early 
——_ (70 days). It produces great evenly arranged spikes almost 
without exception, with up to 12 florets open at once. It blooms early at a 
time when this sort of spike is very rare. The individual floret is very 
lovely and in mass effect such as vases or baskets it is sensational. The 
color is vivid coral and greatly admired by all, novices and florists alike. 
It is fine both as a pollen and seed parent. We are using it with practically 
everything in the garden. Atlantic has not been very thoroughly distributed 
yet. We predict a long-lasting future for it when it is better known. Here 
is an incomplete listing of awards for 1948. (Keep in mind that only a few 
spikes have been exhibited.)

FIRMAMENT is a very reliable light blue violet which is very early. 
GENERAL EISENHOWER is a great glad named for a great man. Its huge 
spikes of rich rose pink are very impressive. 





Hokus Pokus is extremely early and certainly very novel. A row in 
——————— bloom looks like a parade of clowns. Now that the price 
of JAVA has dropped so greatly, it can be tried by everyone. It has come 
from Holland very highly recommended. 


June Bells is a very early and valuable white with a few lines of. pink 
—————_ in the throat. It should make a wonderful early white com- 
mercial. LAVENDER DREAM which blooms at about the same time (very 
early) has one of the loveliest shades of orchid lavender blue known in 
all gladiolus. LIBRETTO has been greatly admired and coveted by all 
those who have seen the few available spikes of this latest triumph of 
the master of the “blues,” Pfitzer. It is much larger than most blue varieties. 


Manchu opens up to 10 blooms at one time and is a wonderful bittersweet 
—— orange. It is greatly admired by florists who can't get enough 
of it. For arrangements it is difficult to beat. MANSOER is a fine brownish 
blood red. OBERBAYERN, with its amazing white paint blotch on a deep 
blue background, is very spectacular. RAVEL is unquestionably the finest 
of the medium priced blue violets. 


In the very short time that SALMAN’S GLORY has been available to the 
American public it has had a phenomenal reception. There will be few 
glad fans not growing it this year. It is destined for a long and deserving 
popularity. Some of its seedlings are due for an even longer lasting and 
greater fame. TIVOLI builds a spectacular spike of the loveliest of clear 
rose florets. It is probably one of the finest varieties to ever come from 
Europe.

Cultural Notes 


Open packages of bulbs as soon as received. Store in a cool dry place 
until planting time. 


Planting Any time from early spring as soon as the ground is usable 
—— until late June. Glads should be planted in an open sunny 
place. Glads will grow in any kind of soil but do best in a sandy loam. 
Well drained soil is best. 


Fertilizers Any good fertilizer will give good results. A good potato 
"fertilizer is fine. Mix fertilizer into soil carefully and then 
place bulbs an inch or two above soil containing fertilizer. Plant from 3 
to 6 inches deep depending on the size of bulb. 


Disinfecting Dip all bulbs and bulblets in a disinfectant in order to 
iene kiletiripsecid ior prevent» possivlies disease iniectionson 
the bulbs. Burn all bulbs showing rot. 


Cutting The spikes should be cut when the first floret is in full bloom. 
——— Always leave four leaves on the plant when cutting to develop 
the bulb for next year. 


Digging When the foliage begins to turn brown, it is time to dig the 
SinEnm OUD CuLtops Olucloserioune bulbs Dry ihe bulbs tonscabout 
two weeks. After this time the old bulb and roots can be removed and 
thrown away. Do not remove the husks on the new bulb as they protect 
the bulb during storage. 


Storage Store bulbs in trays or bags or boxes at a temperature of around 
ee A Cec rCeomaiverl llbos On igntmaustno Ole ol) koe. liiom wae 
eliminate any danger of thrips feeding on the bulbs during storage. 


Dipping, Dusting and Spraying 


Lysol Dip 


4 tablespoons of Lysol 
3 gallons of water 
or 
1 pint of Lysol 
25 gallons of water. 
Soak bulbs in the Lysol solution for between 3-6 hours; soak bulblets 

overnight or for 12 hours. After bulbs or bulblets are removed from solution 
allow to drain and plant the same day as treated, preferably while still wet.

/, teaspoon of Dreft 
1 gallon of water 
For larger plantings — ¥/2 lbs. of 50% DDT, ¥/2 pint of liquid soap, 25 
gallons of water. The wettable form of DDT should be used when using 
a spraying material. 
Lysol, and DDT are poisonous so take care in handling these materials. 
DDT dust must not be inhaled.
